Leaf  Tobacco  Stocks  Above  Year  Ago  ■  .    . 

Inventory  of  all  type  si/  of  leaf  tobacco  owned  by  dealers  and  manufacturers 
in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico,  totaled  3»S^  million  -pounds  on 
April  1,  1950  2/  (farm- sales-weight)  -  an  increase  of,  around  93  million  -pounds 
compared  with  stocks  a  year  ago. 

Only  50  to  60  million  pounds  of  the  19^9  crop  of -around  2  billion  -pounds 
remained  to  be  marketed  on  April  1,  1950.   This  consisted  principally  of 
Maryland  tobacco,  where  the  auction  markets  open  in  May  of  the  year  following 
production,  and  part  of  the  new  Puerto  Hi  can  crop.   Marketing  of  all  types 
of  tobacco  totaled  about  hGO   million  pounds  between  January  1  and  April  1, 

1950.  ; 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  were  down  slightly  from  a  year  ago,   Burley 
holdings  increased  about   3  percent,    while  Maryland  stocks  were  unchanged. 
For  the  dark  types,    fire-cured  stocks   on  April  1,    1950,    showed  a  small 
decrease  from  the  previous  April  1  whereas  dark  air-cured  stocks  were 
approximately  the   same   on  both  dates.      Stocks  of   the  filler,    "binder,    and 
wrapper   classes  of   cigar-leaf  were  each  larger  than  reported  a  year   earlier. 
For  foreign-grown  types,    stocks   of   cigar-leaf   continued  to  decrease   in 
contrast   to   a  marked  increase  in  holdings  of  cigarette  tobacco.

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CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 


Flue- cured  Stocks  Down  Slightly  from  Last  April  1;  Burley  Higher; 
Maryland  Unchpnged;  Turki sh  Up  Sharply. 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  on  April  1,  totaled  1, 75a  million  pounds  or 
a"bout  13  million  lower  than  stocks  on  April  1,  19^9-   Tfce  volume  of  exports 
of  flue-cured  leaf  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  current  marketing 
ye^r  "beginning  lp.st  July  1  was  somewhat  larger  than  during  the  corresponding 
period  a  year  earlier.   The  decrease  in  stocks  was  due  mainly  to  the  higher 
r^>te  of  exports. 

Marketing  of  the  19^9  crop  of  Burley  tobacco  was  com-oleted  during  the  first 
quarter  this  ye^r,  bringing  April  1,  1950  holdings  of  this  type  up  to  1,283 
million  pounds.   These  stock':;  were  37  million  pounds  larger  th^n  on  the 
previous  Aoril  1.   Sales  of  the  19^9  crop  totaled  around  5^0  million  pounds, 
which  raised  stocks  above  last  year'  s  level. 

Maryland  stocks  were  a,lmost  the  same  =s  on  hr.nd  p  ye^r  ^go,  ^mounting  to 
38.1  million  pounds  on  April  1,  195^  compared  with  38. h   million  the  previous 
^pril  1.   The  auction  markets  for  Maryland  tot«cco  do  not  open  until  the 
second  quarter  of  the  year  following  production.   The  19^-9  crop,  estimated 
at  hi   million  pounds,  will  be  marketed  during  the  May-August  period  of  this 
year. 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other)  reported  in 
stocks  on  April  1,  195^,  totaled  151.S  million  pounds  comn-red  with  13^.0 
million  a  ye?r  ago.   Stocks  this  April  1  were  the  largest  on  record.

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  amounting  to  I98.6  million  pounds  »s  of 
April  1,  1950  showed  a  decrease  of  J. 2  million  pounds  compared  vith  l^st 
April  1.   Marketing  of  the  19^-9  crop  was  completed  during  the  first  quarter 
this  year  and  s°les  totaled  about  7-.-  million  pounds.   0,f  the  tot^l  reported, 
28.9  million  pounds  were  Virginia,  fire-cured,  115->a  million  Eastern  District 
Tennessee  Pjid  Kentucky  fire-cured,  53*9  million  Western  District  fire-cured, 
nnd  O.M  million  Henderson  Stemming  fire-cured.  Eastern  District  fire-cured 
was  the  only  type  showing  a  decrease  in  stocks  from  the  previous  Aoril  1. 

Dark  ^ir-cured  tobacco  stocks  of  9^.1  million  pounds  were  about  the  s^me  ps 
reported  the  previous  April  1,   All  of  the  19^9  crop  was  in  stocks  by  April  1 
this  ye»r  with  sales  totaling  36. h   million  pounds.   Holding?  "07-  types  were 
50.3  million  pounds  of  One  Sucker,  39-2  of  Green  River,  and  ^o  million  of 
Virginia  sun-cured.   Stocks  of  Type  35  wer^  slightly  lower  than  a  year  ago, 
wherea.s  Types  36  ^n^-  37  showed  small  increases. 
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CIGAR-ISAl   STOCKS 

Domestic  Grown  Cig_ar  Leaf   Stocks  Larger; 

?' or eign-gr own  Stocks  Lover  Than  On  Hand  A  Year  .Ago 

Combined  stocks   of   all   types   of  domestic   cigar-leaf    including  Puerto  Rican 
on  April  1,    1950  were  H02.3  million  pounds   (farm-sales-weight) .      These   stocks 
are   considerably  larger   than  last  year,    mainly  because   the  new  crop   of 
Pennsylvania  Seedleaf   entered  stocks  before  April   1  thie  year  whereas   only 
a.  small  part   of  the  new  crop  of   this   type  was   in  stocks   on  April   1,    19^-9* 
However,    holdings   of  the  binder  types  and   shade-grown  wrapper  types  were 
also  larger  than  a  year   ago.      Stocks   of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf   on  April  1, 
1950  were  18.9  million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent)    compared  with  22.*+ 
million  the  previous  April   1. 

Stocks  of   the   cigar-filler  types  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers 
totaled  22*+.  1  million  pounds.      On  April  1,   Pennsylvania  Seedleaf   stocks  were 
reported  as  1*4-0.5  million  pounds,   Ohio  filler,    31.2  million,    and  Puerto  Rican, 
52.4  million.      Of   the  total  Puerto  Rican  stocks,    23. 1  million  pounds  were   in 
Puerto  Rico.      Stocks  of  Type  Hi  were  markedly  higher   than  on  the  previous 
April  1,    mainly  because   the  new  crop  moved  off  the  farms  earlier  than  the 
previous   cron.      Holdings   of   the  Ohio  filler  types  were   about   the   same  a.s 
reported  a  year   ago,   while  Puerto  Rican   stocks  were   down  *+.0  million  pounds. 
The  19*4-Q-5n  crop  of  Puerto  Rican  tobacco,    estimated,  at   28.0  million  nounds, 
began  moving   off   the  farms  into   stocks  during  the  first   quarter. 

Stocks  of   cigar-binder  types  were  155*8  million  pounds   corona red  with  150*7 
million  a  year   earlier,      larger   inventories  of  types   5?   ?nd  55  this  April  1 
more   than  balance  a  slight  decrease   in  holdings   of  Type    51*      -he  lpvel   of 
stocks   of  Tyne   5^  changed  only   slightly   compared  with  a  year  ago.      The   cigar- 
binder   stocks  were  divided,  as  follows:      Connecticut  Valley  Rroadleaf,    J2«h 
million  pounds;    Connecticut  Valley  Havana,  Seed,    28,1  million  pounds;   Few  York 
and  Pennsylvania  Havana.  Seed,    1.9  million;    Southern  Wisconsin,    *+5»5  million; 
northern  Wisconsin,    *+"?.  ~[  million,    and  Georgia  and  Florida  binder  0.1  million 
pounds. 

Shade-grown  cigar-wrapper   stocks  were   22. *+  million  pounds  -   an  increase  of 
2.-4-  million  pounds   compared  with  April  1   a  year  ago.      Holdings  of   Connecticut 
Valley  shade   on  April  1,    1950  totaled  15.6  million  pounds,    and  Georgia   and 
Florid*-,  Shade   6.8  million.      Stocks   of   each  type  were   larger   than   on  the 
preceding  April   1. 

On  April  1,    1950,    stocks   of  foreign-grown  cig^r-leaf   totaled  IS. 9  million 
pounds,    of  v/hich  18.*+  million  represented  Cuban   (Havana);    0.3  million, 
Sumatra  and  -Java;    0.2  million,  Philippine  Islands   (Manila),    and  less  than 
0.1  million  of  Other  foreign-grown  cig^r-leaf.      Stocks   of  Cuban  leaf  were 
down  3«H  million  pounds   comoared  with  holdings  reported  a   year   ago.
